structions from the governor were con­ 
tained In a letter to M. S. Webb, the 
attorney general, and this was made 
public. 
It was followed by a state­ 
ment from Gillett in which he em­ 
phatically 
assorted 
that 
the 
fight 
eoult 
not .take 
place in 
California 
Coming us it did unexpectedly, the 
move to stop the big tight caused a 
sensation and for a time there was 
confusion among the sporting contin­ 
gent. 
Tex R ickard was about the 
first to grasi) the true meaning of it 
nil, and he announced that he had 
stopped w ork on the big arena and had 
no intention of bucking the governor. 
He intimated 
that 
the 
light 
would 
probably lie transferred to Nevada or 
Salt Ja ke City. 
Nevada is most like­ 
ly to be selected, as prize fighting is 
not contrary to law there. 
Jeffries was told at once of the gov­ 
ernor's action and would not at first 
believe it. 
He insisted that some mis­ 
take had been made and he would 
wait for the official notification. 
In 
case the courts refuse to grant the in­ 
junction. the governor directs the at­ 
torney general to proceed against the 
promoters, fighters and other parties 
interested under section 412 of the 
penal code, which makes prize lighting 
a felony. 
The action of Gov. Gii!ett was a sad 
blow to the sp irting men of Frisco, 
but what the; don’t know is. that the 
governor’s 
hand 
was 
forced 
from 
Washington. 
Tin» governor 
in 
his 
proclamation declares that he has be­ 
come 
convinced 
that 
the 
function 
slated foi Ju ly 4th will he a prize light 
and not a boxing contest, and for that 
reason he feels it his duty to stop the 
contest. 
This is the governor's official posi­ 
tion. 
The red reason that prompted 
him to take this action was a tele­ 
graphic warning he leceived from Con- 
gi* 
man Dennett' of the house for­ 
eign affairs committee Bennett wires 
that unless the fight was slopped, Han 
Francisco need not hope to secure the 
Panam a fair. 
Virtually the same dis 
patch from Benix-M was received by 
W illiam R 
Wl.i elor. picsident of the 
chamber of conim uee of Frisco. 
This 
ultimatum caused the governor to act. 
The story of Gov 
G illett’s attitude 
is all mixed up with the efforts of San 
Francisco 
to 
secure 
governmental 
sanction of the proposed Panama- Pa- 
citiic exposition in that city in 1813, 
and the fact that Mr. Bennett is an in­ 
fluential member of the foreign affairs 
committee vhich today will decide be­ 
tween San 
Franebco and 
New 
Or 
leans. 
"M anager Woods, of the St Francis 
hotel, has just telephoned me that he 
w ill call a masHM < cting of business 
men 
of

move. 
The business mem of San Francisco 
w ill lose a barrel >f money if the fight 
must go to other parts.

Jeffries said:

T H E 
C E L E R Y BED. 
There is 
no relish 
for tin* table 
which is 
mure delicious than crisp, 
muty tlnVored celery from the home 
garden, the growing of which is in no 
sense a difficult matter 
It one has 
nut thought of ihe matter in time to 
raise plants from tin* seed, which re­ 
quire two or three weeks t<> germinate, 
they may he secured from a neighbor 
or market gardener 
For early 
use 
t here is no variety which is superior 
to the Golden Self Blanching but any 
variety that one can get will do well 
w ith proper care. The important point 
is to set out stalky, v igorous plants, 
taking care to prune back both top 
and roots at the time of transplanting 
A simple plan for tin* bed is to re­ 
move about eight inches < f earth from 
a spot In tin* garden which will he 
convenient for watering, say 
I by 2d 
feet, or from n still larger tract if 
more celery is wanted. 
Into the soil 
at tin' bottom of this trench should be 
worked 
three or four 
wheelbarrow 
loads of fine, 
well rotted fertilizer. 
The plants should la* set sis to eight 
indies apart In tin* rows and the rows 
ten in< lies apart, enough to permit of 
frequent hoeing 
Being set below tin* 
surface of the ground, the lied will not 
dry out rapidly, while tin* work of 
watering Is thereby greatly simplified 
If there Is no one about tin* house sttf 
lidetitly 
strong of arm 
to dig tin* 
trench the plants may he set on the 
level ground and given the same culti­ 
vation and somewhat more frequent 
watering than in the low bed. When 
the plums have reached a foot or lif 
teen inches tin* lulling process may 
be begun and five or six inches ot 
the soil originally 
removed from the 
trench replaced, care being exercised 
to hold the stalks of the plants dose 
together so as to prevent dirt getting 
into the crown 
Throe or four weeks 
later, depending sunewhat upon the 
rapidity of growth, four <»r live iuehc: 
more of earth should he tilled In about 
the plants and un let* usual condition* 
this will give ail i.T»* blenching lit*» c»

In a relatively short (inn* after 
this second hilling the celery will In* 
bleached -mllieiolil l.V fur the table 
If 
any is left at tin* beginning of winter 
the plant 
may In* taken up with plort 
tv of loots and the earth adhering and 
put In a box In the cellar, where they 
will continue bleaching arid In* crisp 
and tender until after tin* holiday*

W h ile housewives are generally of 
tin* opinion that it is mure difficult to 
make good bread from so ft than hard 
wheat flour, tlx* following recipe gives 
excellent results: One quart of wet 
ting, including one cupful of soft yeast. 
Add two level tuhlospooufulH of salt 
and three and three--quarier» quarts o f 
sifted flour. 
Mix and knead fifteen 
minutes, lei rise, mold down, let rise 
again and put in Hus. 
Let rise again

bake 
The above recipe gives 
equally good results with hurd whea t 
(lour by reducing tlx* quantity o f flour 
to three quarts. 
W ith lids recipe »mi*

W hile buckwheat, eovvpeas, suy beans 
and sorghum may prove the most de­ 
sirable substitute crops In certain sec­ 
tion«, millet w ill likely prove most sat 
Isfuciory In a majority of instances. 
O f the three varieties of miJlol com­ 
mon, 
Hungarian 
and 
German- the 
first Is considered best for a forage 
crop, while tlie last will give the best 
result« in a seed crop 
The chief ob­ 
jection to the Hungarian millet is that 
it crosses readily with the common 
wJld foxtail, a near relate e of the mil­ 
let family. 
The common millet and 
Hungarian w ill do better on light soils 
than the German variety. 
With all of 
the millets which are intended us for- 
age crops it is important to cut before 
the head« have pa^ed the dough stage. 
The North Dakota experiment station. 
Which has been Investigating millet tis 
a forage crop lately, recommends one 
feed uf properly cured millet u day for 
horse, and two feed-, for other stock 
as h stimulant tending to produce a 
healthy physical condition of tlx* ani­ 
mals. 
In feeding value millet is l(,ss 
I»u)atable than timothy hay and infe­ 
rior to It in nutritive »psalitie
